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COMMISSION SEEKING TO FREEZE AMMONS' ASSETS 


County's attorney instructed to file suit

The Coffee County Commission 
has instructed County Attorney War 
ren Rowe to file suit against Marilyn 
B. and Wendell R. (Buddy) Am- 
mons. 

In a commission meeting held on 
December 3rd in the Enterprise 
Courthouse, the commissioners vot- 
ed to instruct the county's attorney to 
file a suit freezing the Ammons’ as- 
sests until a court decision can be 
rendered. 


Marilyn Ammons has been arrest- 
ed and charged with theft in the first- 
degree in connection with missing 
county funds. Mrs. Ammons was ar- 
rested on October 26. 1990. She 
worked in the county commmission 
office. 

The case will be presented to an 
Elba Division Grand Jury for action 
in the very near future. 

After last Monday's commission 
meeting, Chairman. Billy Eagerton 
was asked about the probable law 
suit against the couple. 

Eagerton said, "What we're doing 
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is...we had her (Marilyn) bonded for 
$25,000 and what we're trying to do 
is protect the county if the figure 
(dollar amount of missing funds) 
goes above what the bond covers." 

All county employees and offi- 
cials who handle county funds are 
bonded. According to Eagerton, each 
of the commissioners, including 
himself, are bonded for $75,000. 

"At this time we do not know 
what the figure will be," Eagerton 
said. "The auditors have not indicat- 
ed to me that they have an amount 
on it", he continued. 


Holley and Dial 


Senator Gerald Dial, Lineville, 
and Representative Jimmy Holley, 
Elba, were announced as the out- 
standing legislators of the 1990 Ala 
bama Legislature at an awards ban- 
quet in Montgomery last Thursday 
night. 

They were elected by secret ballot 
by their colleagues in a program 
sponsored by the Alabama League 
of Savings Institutions. The ballots 
were mailed to all one hundred forty 
members of the legislature in Sep- 
tember, and the tabulation and certi- 
fication of the results were conduct 
ed by a Montgomery law firm 

The member of the Senate and 
the House of Representatives receiv- 
ing the most votes are declared the 
"Outstanding Legislator" of their re- 
spective chambers, 

Initiated in 1983, the program is 
designed to "recognize and honor the 


named outstanding legislators 


outstanding members of the Ala- 
bama Legislature and call public at- 
tention to the positive and construc- 
live aspects of their public service,” 
explained Larry A. Vinson, president 
of the Alabama League of Savings 
Institutions. 

Honored at the awards banquet 
were the six senators and sixteen 
representatives who received the 
most votes in the election: Senators 
Lowell Barron, Fyffe; Jim Bennett, 
Birmingham; Gerald Dial, Line- 
ville; Frank "Butch" Ellis, Jr., Co- 
lumbiana; Earl Godwin, Selma; Rick 
Manley, Demoplis; and Representa- 
tives Jim Campbell, Anniston; Joe 
Carothers, Dothan; Jimmy Clark, 
Eufaula; Steve Flowers, Troy; Joe 
Ford, Gadsden; Seth Hammett, An- 
dalusia; Taylor Harper, Grand Bay; 
G. J. "Dutch" Higginbotham, Opeli- 
ka; Jimmy Holley, Elba; Roy John- 


son, Tuscaloosa; Richard Laird, Roa- 
noke; Max Newman, Millport; 
Arthur Payne, Birmingham; Bill 
Slaughter, Birmingham; Jack Vena- 
ble, Tallassee; and Gary White, 
Birmingham. 


Vinson pointed out that the crite- 
ria recommended for consideration 
by the legislators in the election pro- 
cess include: effectiveness, dili- 
gence, preparation, knowledge, 
teamwork, accessibility, motivation, 
perception and responsiveness. "Of 
course, the decision in the final anal- 
ysis is left entirely to the voting leg- 
islator,"he added. "He or she may 
use whatever criteria they wish." 

Also attending the awards ban- 
quet were state government officials, 
representatives of the media and sav- 
ings and loan industry leaders from 
across the state. 


Eagerton stated that audit process 
is being slowed because the auditors 
are waiting for data - checks, deposit 
slips, etc. The banks involved in the 
audit are having to acquire this infor- 
mation from the companies which 
supply them with their back-up data. 

Mrs. Ammons’ husband Wendell 
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R. (Buddy) Ammons was Chief Dep- 
uty in the Coffee County Sheriffs 
Department until December 1, 1990. 
Sheriff Brice Paul reportedly "fired" 
Ammons effective on the first of the 
month (December). 

Ammons had been suspended 
from the sheriffs department with 
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pay soon after his wife's arrest, in 
fact, it was on the same day. 

Mr. Eagerton concluded by stat- 
ing that the actual law suit has not 
been filed at the present time, but the 
groundwork has been laid. 

The Ammons were unavailable 
for comment.

Commission votes to fund DHR building

In Monday's commission meet- 
ing, the commissioners voted to ini- 
tiate a bond issue amounting to over 
one-half million dollars. 

The funds, approximately 
$600,000 will be used to build the 
new Department of Human Resourc- 
es facility in Enterprise. It is to be lo- 
cated next to new Coffee County 
Health Department building. 

Originally, the new DHR building 
was to be paid for by the State of Al- 
abama DHR with funds borrowed 
from the State Employee Retirement 
Fund. The Retirement Fund was to 
hold the title to the facility and lease 
it to the DHR until the monies were 
paid back over a period of fifteen 
years. DHR would then own the 
building. , 

The attorneys drawing up the le- 
gal documents found that the state 
would not be entitled to funds ob- 
tained through federal grants under 
the above arrangement.

Elba City Council deals with abancon vehicles

In Monday's council meeting, 
Elba City fathers adopted an ordi- 
nance to deal with abandon vehicles 
within the city limits. 

Councilman Bill Brunson drafted 
the ordinance using similar ordinanc- 
es from other cities as a guide. He 
stated that he felt the law would 
stand-up if challenged in a court of 
law. 

After reviewing the ordinance, all 
councilman agreed that it was much 
needed and voted to enact the law. 

The point was stressed by Brun- 
son that this ordinance applies to ve- 
hicles that do not run and have been 
sitting for some time. 

No hasty action will be taken 
since the new law has provisions 
which allow the owner of the vehicle 
a sufficient amount of time to move 
or dispose of it without penalty. 

The ordinance will be published 
in the local newspaper before being 
enacted (The ordinance is printed in 
the legal section of this edition). 

Councilmen voted unanimously 
to purchase the house and land be- 
longing to Mrs. Doris Taylor. The 
property is located adjacent to the 
old city hall building (nutrition cen- 
ter) just off the downtown square. 

Cost of the property to the city 
was $20,000. 

Plans are to tear down the Taylor 
house and old city hall and erect new 
structures. A new city library and 
building to house the rescue squad 


will be built on the site. 

Bids for new fire suits (bunker 
gear) were opened at Monday night's 
meeting. Sunbelt Fire Apparatus of 
Fairhope, Alabama bid $543 per suit 
and Danny Bennett and Associates 
of Woodstock, Georgia bid $649 pel 
suit. There are 28 suits involved ir 
the bid. 

The bids were turned over to Fire 
Chief Lloyd Driggers for review 
The council gave the chief and may- 
or Fred Moore the authority to ac- 
cept the bid meeting all the specs. 

FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) funds will be used 
to pay for the suits due to loss of the 
gear in the flood. 

The council was advised that the 
city has $42,000 ($27,000 from gas- 
oline tax and $15,000 from FEMA) 
in funds to be used for the resurfac- 
ing of damaged streets. Councilmen 
voted to allow the mayor to get with 
street department personnel and set 
up a priority on streets to be resur- 
faced. Work will begin in the very 
near future. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey re- 
ported that his department answered 
140 complaints, issued 27 citations, 
investigated 5 traffic accidents, and 
made 6 criminal arrests. Also, he re- 
ported that the animal control officer 
impounded 15 dogs. 

Other action taken by the council 
included the following: 

***Renewed the contract with the 
Chamber of Commerce. The con- 
tract calls for quarterly payments of 


$500 to the C. of C. by the city. 
***Voted to change the next meet- 
ing date of the council to Monday at 
5:15 p.m. on December 17, 1990.

gerton said, "The attorneys found 
that the state cannot own the build- 
ing and then lease it from themselves 
and get federal. money. That's the 
problem." 

Commissioners discussed the 
pros and cons of obligating the citi- 
zens of Coffee County to any further 
indebtedness. ; 

During the discussion, the point 
was made that the county is still ap- 
proximately $2.4 million below its 
debt limit. 

At one point, Commissioner Rob- 
ert Stephens made mention of the 
fact that the county was offered, 
free-of-charge, the old Elba Elemen- 
tary School building to house the 
DHR. The commission declined to 
except the offer. 

Commissioner Stephens also 
made a motion that since the county 
was going to have to borrow the 
money to build the new facility, why 
not build it in New Brockton. The 
motion died for lack of a second. 

Chairman Eagerton stated that the 
building is still not going to cost the 
county any money. A contract will 
be drawn up between the county and 
DHR to make the monthly payments 
on the bond issue for a period of fif- 
teen years or until the bonds are re- 
tired, 

The commissioners voted to pro- 
ceed with purchase of the bonds to 
fund the new DHR facility. 

Once again, Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton was elected to serve as 
chairman of the commission for the 
coming year. This is voted on by the 
commissioners themselves. 

Several resolutions were signed 
by the commissioners initiating the 
process to secure federal grants for 
re-surfacing several roads in the 
county. According to County engi- 
neer Mark Pool, these funds will be 
obtained through Federal Aid Secon- 
dary Grants(FAS). 

The portion of roads to be re- 
surface are as follows:

The Elba School Board approved 
three field trips and leave of absenc- 
es for two teachers in a meeting 
Monday night.

Field trips were approved for a 
high school group to Shakespere 
Festival in Montgomery. Two ele- 
mentary groups were approved to 
see the dinosaur exhibit in Dothan. 
They are the entire second grade and 
Mrs. Janice Clark's Special Educa- 
tion group. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
board unanimously approved a mo- 
tion by Mrs. Myrna Rhoades, sec- 
onded by Mrs. Shirley Belcher, not

20 Predicted To Die

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 20 people 
will be killed in traffic accidents dur- 
ing the Christmas holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Thomas H, Wells, 
Public Safety Director. 

The 102-hour period begins at 6 
p.m. Friday, December 21 and ends 
at midnight Tuesday, December 25. 
In 1989, 21 people were killed in 
traffic accidents during the 78-hour 
period, 17 on rural roadways and 4 
in urban areas. Alcohol was a factor 
in 17 of the deaths, and none of the 
wreck victims were using a safety 
belt. 

"We hope that no one will suffer 
the loss of a loved one due to a traf- 
fic accident during the holiday sea- 
son,” said Wells. 

To help ensure a safe holiday, 
Wells urges motorists to drive defen- 
sively, to obey speed limits and all 
other traffic laws and to use safety 
belts and child safety seats. Wells 
also stressed the extreme dangers of 
driving while under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs. 

Also, 13 people are estimated to 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the New Year's holiday.

Although some state and county 
Officials agree that the present fund- 
ing inequities in Alabama public 
schools need to be resolved, they 
disagree over how to resolve them. 

One county group disagrees 
enough to take the matter to the 
courts, 

In early May, the Alabama Coali- 
tion for Equity filed a lawsuit that is 


asking a Montgomery Circuit Court 
judge to require education officials 
to design and offer a new method of 
school financing to the state legisla- 
ture. 

The coalition is composed of 15 
county school boards of education as 
well as parents of children in those 
systems. 

The leader of the coalition, Law- 
rence County School Superintendent 
DeWayne Key, said the suit is not 
proposing “Robin Hood” legislation 
- taking money from rich schools 
and giving it to poor schools. 

He said, however, that the present 
funding system needs to be re- 
yvamped and that poorer schools need 
to get their share of funds, even if 
that means taxing people statewide. 

Coffee County School Superin- 
tendent Clayton Bryant said Coffee 
County is not a member of the coali- 
tion and doesn't plan to be because it 
falls into a middle group of local 
funding. 

Key agreed with Bryant and said 
that Coffee County is better off in lo- 
cal funding for its schools than Law- 
rence or other poor counties. 

According to 1988-1989 Alabama 
Department of Education figures, the 
Homewood City School System in 
Birmingham has the highest amount 
of local funding, with $2,142.08 of 
local revenues spent per student in 
the system. Its total per-student fund- 
ing, including state, federal and oth- 
er sources of revenue, is $4,760.55. 

The-figures show that the Dallas 
County school system, with $155.04 
in local funding per student, is the 
lowest in the state. Its total revenues 
spent per student is $2,982.06. 

According to the records, Coffee 
County gives each student in the sys- 
tem $512.24 of local funding, slight- 
ly below the state average of 
$623.72, Each student in the county 
gets $3,562.60 in total funding, 
slightly above the state average of 
$3,384.35. 

Bryant said, however, that there is 
room for improvement in the county 
school system. 

He said he would like to see more 
art and music classes offered as well 
as computer education. He said the 
system also needs part-time counse- 
lors for elementary schools and mon- 
ey to refurbish damaged school 
buildings. 

“It's going to be interesting to see 
how this develops - it might have a 
large effect on every school in the 
county,” Bryant said. 

Key said he believes the only way 
to solve the local funding inequities 
is pump more money into the state's 
education trust fund and rewire the 
whole education funding system. 

He concedes, however. that this 
move would require increased taxes 
on the state level. 

Rick Meadows, general counsel 
for the Alabama Department of Edu- 
cation, said the state's education trust 
fund is growing yearly and there is 
no need to add money to it. 

Meadows contends that money in 
the trust fund comes from growth 
taxes, like income tax, which rise 
yearly and that these taxes provide 
additional funding for education. 

Meadows also said a bill was in- 
torduced in the Legislature last fall 
that would help solve the equity 
problem. The legislature was unable 
to pass the bill before the session 
was over. Meadows said it will be 
introduced again in the next legisla- 
tive session, which begins in Janu- 


The bill outlined the Local Incen- 
tive for Funding Education, or LIFE 
program, Meadows said. The LIFE 
program calls for variable matching 
funds to be paid to county and city 
school systems based on how much 
money they raise though property 
taxes. The ratio of matched funds 
would be determined by the per- 
capita income of the county or mu- 
nicipality. 

Under the program, Meadows 
said, a poorer school system would 
get more matched funds per dollar it 
raises for education through property 
taxes than a wealthier school system. 

Key said the coalition opposes the 


LIFE program because it does not 


address what he calls the real fund- 
ing problems in the state. 

Wealthier school systems have a 
larger population and a broader tax 
base making it easier for them to 
come up with money already, he 
said, In addition to that money, he 
said, those school systems also get 
more support from private contribu- 


tors and local taxes specifically 
aimed at funding education, some- 
thing poorer county citizens cannot 
afford. 

Key said he would rather see a 
system that sets a fixed amount of 
money per student per year that all 
systems would need to achieve with 
or without state funds. 

If poorer systems are not able to 
reach that fixed amount of dollars 
Spent per student per year then the 
state would give them enough mon- 
ey to achieve that goal. If wealthier 
systems are able to reach that goal 
without state funds then “more pow- 
cr to them,” Key said,

It is my commitment to the students 
and faculty of Elba City Schools to do 
everything possible to provide the best 
physical facilities and instructional envi- 
ronment possible. I can assure all that the 
entire administrative staff of your 
schools encourage the involvement of 
parents and community in achieving 
these goals, We are aware that our tem- 
porary facilities are not the best. Howev- 
er, I feel we have provided the best we 
can under the circumstances.

Emergency Weather Plans 
Enforced Some Days At EHS

What better way to end a day at 
school than by getting out one or 
two hours early. Then again it would 
add to the day's events if a student 
didn't have to go at all. 

Well, the students at Elba were 
not lucky enough to take an entire 
day, which would have allowed 
them to eliminate their drudged 
chore of getting out of the bed, but 
they were fortunate enough to cut at 
least five classes recently. 

On Monday December 3, the stu- 
dents at Elba's school system were 
dismissed due to “inclement weath- 
er.” What this “inclement weather” 
amounted to was about a half hour 
of hard rain accompanied by hard 
gusty winds that are common with 
this kind of storm. 

Under these conditions one year 
ago, staying at school wouldn't have 
been a problem, However, it's diffi- 
cult for the Elba School System to 
honor the regular schedule now due 
to their present mobile accommoda- 
lions. 

This marked the second time dur- 
ing this semester that the students 
were released prematurely. Each 
time the choice was made by new 
Superintendent of the Elba Schools, 
Charles Pearce. He makes the deci- 
sion to dismiss classes while follow- 
ing certain “Emergency Weather 
Plans” that are listed in the school 
systems handbook. 

According to Mr. Pearce, since he 
has to make the decision for so many 
students there are other steps that 
have to be taken also. 

“First we listen for a weather re- 
port the night before”, stated Mr. 
Pearce. “But on this night they only 
reported rain. When we don't have 
the luxury of a warning we try to 
wait for a tornado watch before we 
cancel school all together,” he add- 
ed. 

On this morning there was only 
light rain so school began as 
planned, 

Since the school only has weather 
monitors they receive prompt torna- 
do watch updates from the Coffee 


County Sheriffs Department. The 
watch came at 8:10 a.m. and this is 
where the Superintendent's plan 
commenced, 

“The moment that we received 
the watch from the Sheriff's office I 
said ‘let's go’,” stated the Superinten- 
dent. We then notified everyone pos- 
sible, Since the phone lines are usu- 
ally tied up at times like these we 
have equiped the bus drivers with 
beepers so they are the first ones we 
contact.” 

After the buses arrived it was 
time for the students to go home al- 
most as soon as their day had began. 
This was all part of the plan set up 
by the School Board to insure the 
safety of Elba students. 

Even though the plan is to protect 
the students of Elba it involves more 
than just the school officials and stu- 
dents. 

“All the decisions are based on as 
much information as we can get and 
from as many people”, stated Mr. 
Pearce. “We not only had to go 
through county officials to establish 
the plan but state officials also,” he 
added. 

Because the school will be in its 
location for a few more years and 
conditions like these are expected 
the Superintendent is constantly pre- 
paring for what's ahead. They are 
now installing a weather scanner that 
will be used at times when bad 
weather is expected. The scanner 
will give the school system direct 
and consistant weather information 
like that of the sheriff's department. 

In addition to his plan the Super- 
intendent acknowledges alternate 
plans are needed at home when the 
schools are released early. 

“We want the parents to be aware 
of when the kids are out of school 
due to these conditions so we also 
inform the local radio stations,” Mr. 
Pearce said. “Sometimes the weather 
may even clear up during a tornado 
watch, and then again we may even 
have rain all day and no tornado but 
I would much rather leave and the 
sun come out twenty minutes later 
than to dismiss too late and have in- 


juries.” 


Powers Of Attorney

Have you ever considered what 
will happen when you or someone 
you love can no longer make person- 
al and financial decisions? What 
would happen if you were traveling 
abroad and needed an important doc- 
ument signed immediately? These 
situations, and many others can be 
handled by “power of attorney”. 

With people living longer and the 
increasing incidence of diseases such 
as cancer and Alzheimer's, it is more 
imperative than ever to make ar- 
rangements for the time when we are 
not able to handle our financial and 
personal affairs. 

A power of attorney is a legal 
document which permits the person 
of your choice to pay your bills, 
make investments for you, open your 
safe deposit box, and even make de- 
cisions regarding medical treatment. 
The person designated, called the 
agent, acts in behalf of the person 
granting the power, the principal, An 
important point, and one that may re- 
duce anxiety, is that all powers of at- 
torney can be revoked at any time. — 

Setting up a power of attorney is 
a relatively simple and inexpensive 
procedure and can alleviate a lot of 
unnecessary pain and regret. In fact, 
many financial planners consider it 
an essential element of an individu- 
al's estate planning process. William 
O. H. Freund, Jr., a certified finan- 
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cial planner who is senior vice presi- 
dent of the securities firm of Pre- 
scott, Ball, and Turben in speaking 
of a power of attorney states that, 
“Next to a will, it's the most impor- 
tant thing.” 

Bob Martin from Brewton, Ala- 
bama has acted as agent for his 90- 
year-old mother for the past eight 
years. According to him, the main 
advantage is that it takes a burden 
off of her. He takes care of every- 
thing from paying the newspaper 
boy to taking care of her utilities ana 
insurance needs. Mr. Martin stated, 
“Basically a power of attorney is an 
extension of the person.” 

There are three. main types of 
powers of attorney - limited, general 
and durable. A limited power of at- 
torney, just as the name implies, cov- 
ers only limited and specific matters. 
A general power of attorney, on the 
other hand, gives the agent the au- 
thority to act on the principal's be- 
half in all personal and financial af- 
fairs but the power becomes void if 
the principal becomes either physi- 
cally or mentally incapacitated - 
very likely the time when it is need- 
ed most. A durable power of attor- 
ney will solve that problem. Just as 


with a general power of attorney, the 
agent has authority in personal and 
financial matters, yet it remains in 
effect even if the principal becomes 
incapacitated, 

When choosing an agent consider 
the decision carefully. Your agent 
should be someone who has some fi- 
nancial knowledge as well as some 
one you trust. Most married people 
designate their spouse, while for sin- 
gles as well as some married people 
another relative, close friend or law- 
yer are viable choices. Financial 
planners recommend there be a sec- 
ond choice incase the first is not 
available. Mr. Edward Roseon, a Los 
Angeles, California accountant sug- 
gests that anyone over 30 should 
have a power of attorney, but espe- 
cially the elderly and sole propric- 
tors of businesses. 

All powers of attorney become 
void upon the death of the principal. 
Therefore, it can not replace a will.

ORDINANCE NUMBER 1990- 001 

SECTION 1. An ordinance pertaining to 

the keeping or storage of non-operating 

vehicles on private property within the 

city limits or police jurisdiction of Elba, 
l 


Definitions. As used in this ordinance 
the following definitions shall apply: 

Property: Any real property within 
the City or its police jurisdiction which 
is not a street or highway. 

Vehicle: A machine propelled by 
power other than human power designed 
to travel along the ground by the use of 
wheels, treads, runners, or slides and 
transports persons or property or pull 
machinery and shall include without lim- 
itation automobile, truck, trailer, motor- 
cycle, tractor, buggy and wagon. 
SECTION 2. Non-operating vehicles on 
private property, No person in charge or 
control of any property whether as own- 
er, tenant, occupant, lessee, or otherwise 
shall allow any partially dismantled, 
non-operating wrecked, junked, or dis- 
carded vehicle to remain on such proper- 
ty longer than thirty (30) days and no 
person shall leave any such vehicle on 
any property within the City for a longer 
time than thirty (30) days: except that 
this section shall not apply with regard to 


a vehicle in an enclosed building, or in, 


an enclosed area not within view of a 
public right of way, a vehicle on the 
premises of a business enterprise operat- 
ed in a lawful place and manner when 
necessary to the operation of such busi- 
ness enterprise; or a vehicle in an appro- 
priate storage place maintained in a law- 
ful place and manner within the City. 
SECTION 3, Notice to move. Impound- 
ing. 

The Chief of Police or any member 
of his department is authorized to have 
removed any vehicle left at any place 
within the City which reasonably ap- 
pears to be in violation of this ordinance. 
Prior to having a vehicle removed, the 
Police Department is directed to post on 
such vehicle a notice that such vehicle is 
in violation of this ordinance and will be 
impounded. if allowed to remain on the 
property for five (5) days following the 
posting of the notice herein described. 
The vehicle shall be removed to a central 
collecting point as designated by the City 
of Elba. A permanent record giving the 
date of the taking of each vehicle, the 
place where found and taken and a de- 
scription of the vehicle shall be kept by 
the Chief of Police. 


SECTION 4. Sale 

After any motor vehicle so towed 
away has been allowed to remain un- 
claimed at the central collecting point for 
a period of sixty (60) days, the Clerk of 
the City of Elba is authorized and direct- 
ed to sell the same for cash at public auc- 
tion after having first caused notice to be 
published one time in a newspaper of 
general circulation published within the 
City of Elba at least seven (7) days prior 
to the date of such sale, such notice to 
contain the time, place and date of sale 
and a description of the motor vehicle to 
be sold. A copy of such notice shall also 
be conspicuously posted at the City Hall 
of the City of Elba at least seven (7) days 
prior to the date of the sale. From the 
proceeds of such sale, there shall be first 
deducted and paid into the City of Elba 
Treasury the cost of towing and storing 
such vehicle plus the cost of the adver- 
lisement. Any excess remaining shall be 
paid to the Clerk of the City of Elba and 
by the Clerk held until furnished with 
satisfactory proof of the ownership of 
such vehicle. Upon the furnishing of 
such proof, the remaining sum of money 
shall be paid to the owner of such vehi- 
cle. 

SECTION 5, Redemption by owner. 

The owner of any vehicle taken up 
and stored as herein provided may re- 
deem the same at any time prior to its 
sale by paying the reasonable expense of 
taking the vehicle in charge, its mainte- 
nance and storage, and the cost of publi- 
cation. 

SECTION 6. Punishment for violations. 

In addition to the remedies provided 
in this ordinance any person violating 


_any of the provisions of this ordinance 


shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than fifty (50) dollars not 
more than two hundred (200) dollars for 
each violation. 

This ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon adoption and publica- 
tion as required by law.

The following article was written 
by Judy O'Daniel from Ft, Payne, 
Alabama. She is a long-time friend 
and a gourmet cook. I have personal- 
ly tried and tested every recipe in- 
cluded in this article. Hopefully 
these will add some spice to your 
holiday menus, 

_When we think of a pie, we often 
think of a dessert, but there are main 
dish pies which can be as mouthwa- 
tering as a sweet one. Quiche, the 
baked custard-like pie dish that is so 
popular in France, is fast becoming a 
favorite dish on Southern tables. 
When accompanied by a green salad, 
a fruit salad, or some seasonal fresh 
fruits, it makes an excellent main 
dish for brunch, lunch, or supper. It 
can also be baked in tiny tart shells 
and served as hors d'oeuvres. 

‘There are many variations of 
quiche. Originally, it began as Swiss 
cheese and egg milk custard in a pas- 
try shell. The well-known Quiche 
Lorraine contains bacon and Swiss 
cheese while other variations may 
contain shrimp, crabmeat, tuna, ham, 
Sausage, pepperoni, onion, apinach, 
mushrooms, mozzerella cheese, 
chedder cheese, or numerous other 
ingredients. One good feature of a 
quiche is that you can use leftover 
meat; and in combination with vege- 
tables, it is easy to prepare a nutri- 
tious dish. 

The pastry for a quiche is usually 
shaped into a special quiche pan, but 
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an ordinary pie pan works just as 
well. (And so do the prepared pie 
Shells that you buy at the grocery 
store.) 

The French often serve quiche 
lukewarm or at room temperature, 
though you might prefer to serve it 
hot. It does slice best when it is al- 
lowed to stand 10 to 15 minutes be- 
fore serving. This allows the cheese- 
custard to set. Whatever your prefer- 
ence, you will not only love the fla- 
vor of these quiches, but you will 
find them quick and easy to make. 


QUICHE LORRAINE 

1 10-inch pie shell, unbaked 

8 slices bacon, crumbled 

4 eggs 

1 1/2 cups salt 

1/2 tsp. salt 

dash cayenne 

2 cups (8 oz.) Swiss cheese, 
shredded 

2 Tbsp. flour 

Fry bacon crisp, drain. Heat oven 
to 350 degrees. Combine eggs, milk, 
and seasoning; mix well. Toss 
cheese with flour. Add mixture and 
bacon to egg mixture, Pour into pie 
shell. Bake at 350 degrees for 40 to 
45 minutes. Let stand 10 minutes be- 
fore serving. Top with bacon curls. 

Bacon curls: Cook 3 slices bacon 
until almost crisp. Cut in half and 
roll each piece around the tines of a 
fork to make curls, Drain on absor- 
bent paper. Arrange on top of

Make Plans For Planting Bulbs Now

PLANT BULBS NOW FOR 
SPRING COLOR 


Before you settle in for your long 
winter's rest, remember that now is 
the time to plant those tulips, daffo- 
dils, hyacinths, and that will inevita- 
bly produce the first signs of Spring 
1991! 

Flower bulbs look great anywhere 
in the landscape. They can be plant- 
ed in front of shrubs, as a border, or 
in mass plantings, which are noticea- 
ble to the public from the street. You 
may also want to plant some in an 
area visible from a kitchen window 
or sunroom. 

In choosing a site there are two 
very important considerations -- soil 
drainage and sunlight. Soil drainage 
is probably the single most impor- 
tant part of successful bulb garden- 
ing. If bulbs are planted in a poorly 
drained soil, they will not thrive and 
probably will eventually rot. For 
maximum growth and effective per- 
ennials, select a site which is well- 
drained or incorporate adequate soil 
amendments to ensure proper drain- 
age. 

Most bulbs need sunlight for at 
least part of the day although full 
sun is fine. Planting underneath de- 
ciduous trees is a real option since 
most bulbs have already flowered by 
the time tees have leafed out in the 
spring. 


WOOD ASHES FOR LIME AND 
POTASH 

When wood or leaves are burned, 
some plant nutrients such as nitrogen 
and sulfur are emitted into the air 
along with carbon dioxide, water va- 
por and smoke. The alkali and alka- 
line carth metals, potassium, cal- 


cium, magnesium, and _ sodium: 


remain in the ash as carbonates, ox- 
ides, and hydroxides. These com- 
pounds are all alkaline and may react 
very rapidly to raise the soil pH. Ag- 
ricultural lime, which is mostly cal- 
cium and magnesium carbonates, 
reacts slowly in the soil and can nev- 
er raise the soil pH above 8.3. But 
high rates of potassium carbonate, 
potassium hydroxide, calcium oxide 
and other by-products of burning 
wood could raise the soil pH above 
9,0. This high soil pH could create 
serious problems for most crops.

HOW TO USE WOOD ASHES 
AROUND THE HOME 

As a lime material. Use only on 
acid soils (pH below 6.0) which 
need lime. Have the soil tested and 
spread dry wood ashes at the same 
rate as recommended for agricultural 
lime. 

1 ton ag. lime per acre = 50 Ib. 
per 1,000 square feet = 
50 Ib. wood ashes per. 1,000 
square feet = 
5 Ib. ashes per 100 square feet. 

1 gallon dry ashes = approximate- 

ly 3 pounds 

Although wood ashes are usually 
lower in percent lime (calcium car- 
bonate equivalent), the alkaline com- 
pounds present are more reactive 
than agricultural lime. Therefore, 
pound for pound, the two are about 
equal in raising soil pH. 

As source of potassium. If the soil 
is acid (pH below 6.0), wood ashes 
can be used as a source of potas- 
sium. Assuming 6 percent K20 in 
ashes, one ton per acre (50 Ib/1000 
sq. feet) will provide 120 pounds per 
acre of K20 (2.8 Ib/1000 sq. feet). 
This is adequate for most gardens, 
lawns, and shrubs. However, nitro- 
gen and phosphate fertilizers may 
still be needed. Continued use of 
ashes on the same site or high rates 
could raise the soil pH too high -- 
particularly in sandy soils. 


MUTIPLE PERIL CROP 
INSURANCE 


A few farmers are still trying to 
decide whether it's worth harvesting 
crops still in the field. If you have 
crop insurance, you need to check 
with your insurer before making a 
decision. Do not plow down the crop 
before checking with the MPCI crop 
insurer. Failure to pay attention to 
the details of the crop insurance con- 
tract could result in your voiding the 
contract.

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Hospital Departments and Services 


The Physical Therapy Departmentat Humana Hospital-Enterpnise 
provides inpatient and outpatient services Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and from 8 a.m. to 12 p.m. on Saturday 
(outpatient treatments given on Saturdays only when specified). In- 
patient Sunday treatments are provided to patients requiring daily 
care, Neurological tests are also performed on Tuesday afternoons 
by a consulting neurologist. 


RADIOLOGY DEPARTMENT 

The X-ray Department consists of two radiographic and fluoro- 
scopic rooms available for 24-hour coverage. Full-time radiologists 
(MDs) are on staff. Also available is a Portable Image Intensifier. A 
dedicated mammography unit is utilized for mammograms. GE and 
Rohe’ Ultrasound ynits are utilized with real time imaging and a 
Nuclear Medicine capability. The hospital also has a Computerized 


Tomography (CT) Scanner available 24 hours per day and there is also- 


Angiography and Thallium Stress Test (GXT) capabilities. 


SURGERY DEPARTMENT 

The department is staffed and equipped to offer patients the 
advantages of both inpatient and outpatient or DaySurgery proce- 
dures. These services are available routinely Monday through Satur- 
day. Services and equipment are also provided for Genito-Urinary, 
Ophthalmic and General Surgery procedures and for other special 
procedures including Orthopedic, Gynecological and ENT. Anew laser 
surgery program is now in operation and angiography equipment 
permits Vascular Surgery. Laser gallbladder surgery has been added 
to the department's services. A full-time anesthesiologist as well as 
1 team of certified registered nurse anesthetists (CRNA) are on the 
O.R. staff 


The hospital pharmacy is open for business from 7 a.m. until 9 
p.m., Monday through Friday, and 7 a.m, until 4 p.m., Saturdays and 
Sundays. There are three full-time registered pharmacists on duty. 


CARDIO-PULMONARY DEPARTMENT 

The Cardio-Pulmonary Department offers 24 hour coverage and 
is responsible for both inpatient and outpatient care and treatments. 
Treatments are available for such conditions as pneumonia, asthma, 
emphysema, chronic obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD) or any 
other circumstance affecting the pulmonary system such as trauma 
caused by accidents. The department also conducts stress tests 
(GXT) as well as providing direct support to the Intensive Coronary 
Care Unit. 


INTENSIVE CORONARY CARE UNIT 

This department features a seven-bed contemporary unit which 
provides for temporary pacemaker, Swan-Ganz catheters, 16 
telemetry units which are monitored in ICCU. There is continuous 
monitoring for each ICCU bed by specially trained ICCU nurses. 


LABORATORY 

The hospital laboratory is operational 24 hours-per-day, seven 
days-per-week and offers many specialized testing services with the 
use of up-to-date equipment. The Kodak Ektachem 700XR allows the 
Lab to run chemistry profiles STAT. The instrument is the most 
modem technology on the market. An Abbott TDX provides for most 
any drug testing. With the addition of a Coulter Counter Jr., the 
hematology department has the most recent technology in diagnosis 
of anemias and leukemias. Other Lab services include Blood Bank, 
Patholoay, Bacteriology and Serology 


There is a 24 hour per day physician coverage, seven days per 
week, in the Emergency Room. Members of the hospital medical staff 
are also on-call for emergencies. Special equipment in the E.R. 
includes RTSS —a radio system designed for Rescue Squad person- 
nel to communicate with the ER staff while at the scene; Lifeline — an 
emergency call system for shut-ins at home; Datascope equipment for 
continous blood pressure monitoring, and a cardiac monitoring 


capability. 


OBSTETRICS, LABOR AND DELIVERY; NEWBORN NURSERY 

Expecting mothers have available to them a modern, attractive and 
well-equipped obstetrics department featuring birthing beds and the 
latest in fetal. monitoring equipment. The department is staffed with 
specially trained 0.B. nurses.
